Today finds the issue confused 
and in doubt. It could go either 
way. Stevenson has had the gi- 
gantic task, not readily recog- 
nized, of reversing many thou- 
sands of committed votes. He 
did this successfully in Florida.

Ke- 
fauver deeply, the Stevenson peo- 
ple insisted, to find himself deep 
in foam rubber while Adlai went 
by leading a Western parade. 

What is more to the point, 
Stevenson came to be effective 
in the business of personal cam- 
paigning. His instincts are for 
the major issues. But, perhaps 
to his own surprise, he found he 
enjoyed the spaghetti dinners, 
the songs, and the neighborhood 
feeling of ward meetings. 

At the conclusion of a friendly, 
heart-warming Italian gathering, 
stuffed with zestful pasta, and 
surrounded by people who re- 
vealed by their faces and words 
they liked him, he said, feeling- 
ly, *‘Now, at last I understand 
the reason I am in politics and 
making primary campaigns.’’ 

There are many theories about 
primaries—and the candidates. 
Some of them are meaningless. 
Still others are unfair, in that a 
candidate may be entered with- 
out his consent. 

Some have argued Stevenson 
would have done well to have 
stayed out of all of them—and 
kept intact the bloom that was 
on him. No one will know. But, 
enter he did.

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Reds’ New Mask 
Is Still Totalitarian 


In Moscow at about the time the peo- 
ple of the United States were reading 
the text of Communist Secretary Khrush- 
chev’s denunciation of Stalin, made 
secretly to the party in February, Yugo- 
slavia’s Tito was touring the Soviet 
capital. 

He visited the Lenin-Stalin mauso- 
leum in the red granite tomb on famed 
Red square. Pointedly, he ignored Stalin's 
embalmed body and paid tribute only to 
Lenin. On the bier of the Marxist leader 
of the Communist revolution he left a 
wreath: on Stalin’s—nothing. 

This means it will not be many days 
before some well-réhearsed “citizen” will 
demand that the traitor Stalin’s body be 
removed from the mausoleum. And it 
will be. 

We are in a period when the Soviet 
leaders. having abandoned war and 
aggression as a policy, are carrying out 
a plan which in the long run may be as 
damaging as war. It is a program of 
infiltration by “friendliness,” persuasion, 
trade and aid and by some of the shrewd- 
est propaganda in our time. 

The new “line” is that there 
nothing really wrong with communism 
except Stalin. 

The hideous story of that 
drunk dictator is a horror. Innocent peo- 
ple did die and by the millions. The 
present rulers survived only by the most 
degraded boot-licking subservience. One 
feels that Stalin likely was put to death 
after he became ill. The leaders now admit 
their own lives were close to an end 
when Stalin “died.” Beria was moving In 
for the kill. 

Now they have put a new face on 
communism. 

It is a friendly one .. . but’ it masks 
the same old totalitarian dreams of ex- 
tension of power over the world.

We have seen now Hitler, Mussolini, 
Stalin and their lesser imitators. We have 
watched the groups in this country who, 
by fostering anti-Semitism and other Hit- 
ler-like ideologies, by making Americans 
fear and distrust one another and by 
trying to make them disown their own 
constitutional guarantees, try to make way 
for a Fascist-type leader. 

So, as the horrifying story of Stalin's 
blood bath comes before our eyes, aS we 
hear in imagination the cries of children, 
the screams of the tortured, the moans 
of the murdered, let us remember, that 
all totalitarianism is like that—Hitler’s, 
Mussolini’s or Stalin’s. 

Let us resolve to have faith in our- 
selves and in our constitutional guaran- 
tees of personal liberty and the responsi- 
bility of freedom.

Expressway to Airport 
Is Delayed Once More 


Plans for expanding the runways and 
otherwise modernizing the airport have 
placed the proposed access road right 
back in the discussion stage, a place it 
has occupied for the last 10 years. 

Until recently there was fairly con- 
crete evidence that a connector between 
the south leg of the Expressway and the 
the planned four-laner to Newnan, La- 
Grange and West Point would serve as 
well as an express route to the field. 

However, the shifting requirements 
for the field, brought on by the phenome- 
nal growth of air traffic once more. forces 
a change in those plans. 

The new federal aid road program 
almost guarantees something resembling 
this often discussed road as a traffic by- 
pass and interchange route between two 
major arterial highways. Atlanta needs 
it, for due to the complicated approaches 
to the field, it often takes as long to 
drive there from downtown as it does. to 
fly from the airport to points several 
hundred miles distant. 

Mayor Hartsfield has reported that 
conferences are planned to try and work 
out the latest snag in plans for this road. 
With federal funds for road building 
forthcoming as never before, this appears 
a golden opportunity to settle the ques- 
tion once and for all.

Vacation Season Adds 


To Hazards of Traéfic 


Atlanta schools have closed for the 
summer vacation season and 130.000 
youngsters look forward to three months 
of freedom from the classroom, to en- 
joyment of fishing, swimming and scores 
of other activities. 

But in Atlanta and throughout the 
state, these youngsters also face hazards 


which accompany their freedom and 
added time. We refer specifically to 
highway traffic and youthful drivers. 


Final figures for 1955 show that 1955 
was one of the bloodiest years on our 
highways, with a near record total of 
37,800 fatalities. This is a shocking figure. 
Even more shocking is the fact that more 
than 27 per cent of all drivers involved 
in fatal mishaps last year were under 
25 vears of age. 

Excessive speed and recklessness were 
the principal causes of these fatalities as 


the safety record of youthful drivers 
deteriorated alarmingly. Young people 


should be the safest since they react more 
quickly and learn quickly, Unhappily this 
is not the case. 

_ During these vacation months parents 
should take every precaution to prevent 
reckless driving by their teen-age sons 
and daughters. The fact of safety should 
be emphasized over and over again. 

A stepped-up driver training program 
with incentives for observing safety rules 
should be instituted in every school cur- 
riculum,. But during’ vacation season par- 
ents can save themselves a lot of grief 
by using preventive measures and police 
can help by cracking down on speed and 
recklessness.

"New York Stock Exchange 
Is More Stable Than Ever 


The New York Stock Exchange has had some jittery svssions 


lately. Russian disarmament, tightened bank credit, reduced auto, 


production and the very high level of stock prices—these and other 
causes have led to rather substantial selling of shares and prices 


have declined. 

Yet the volume of transactions 
indicates neither panicky dump- 
ing of stocks nor extensive spec- 
ulative trading. The reason is 
that the great majority of shares 
are held (fully paid for) by indi- 
viduals, trust funds, corporations 
and institutions as investments. 


How different this situation is 
from the boom days of 1928-'29 
and the truly speculative era of 
the early 1900's is pointed up 
by records compactly compiled in 
the ‘1956 Fact Book’ which 
the stock exchange has just is- 
sued. 

Back in 1901, when fewer than 
70 million shares of stock were 
listed on tle exchange, a total 
of 222 million shares were traded 
for a “‘turnover rate’’ of 319 per 


cent. Buyers and sellers were 
really ‘‘playing the market’’ in 
1901, speculating that prices 


would go up or down to their 
advantage. 

Over the years the turnover 
rate has declined. Even in 1928 
it was only 132 per cent and in 
1929 119 per cent. It reached a 
low of 9 per cent in 1942, then 
moved up again. Last year the 
rate was 19 per cent, the same as 
in 1954. 

Thus, on the average only about 
one out of every five of the 3,500,- 
000,000 shares of stock listed 
last year was traded. Or, turned 
around, four out of every five 


shares were held throughout the 
year by their long- 


term investments, 

Actually the percentage of 
shares not traded was even great- 
er. The reason is that much of 
the market ‘‘action’’ was limited 
to a relatively few speculative 
issues. Many shares of these 
stocks changed hands several 
times, while there was far less 
trading in many investment types 
of securities. 

This holding of shares for their 
long range earnings rather than 
purchase and sale for quick prof- 
it gives stability to the market 


owners as 


and .to the orderly trading of 
securities. 
A presidential heart attack 


can still bring a flood of selling 
but even the million shares that 
were dumped: on the first day 
after Eisenhower was. stricken 
last September represented a 
tiny fraction of all the shares 
listed in the Wall Street ‘market 
place.

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Love Gone Astray Can Destroy 


By SMILEY BLANTON, M.D. 
CHAPTER III 
“THE BALANCE OF LIFE” 


It will help us to gain a deep concept of 
love if we will look for a moment af the 
essential nature of life itself. Biologists 
are agreed that all living organisms show 
one great path in common—whether it be 
a lizard or a tree, an amoeba or a human 
being. Life in every instance is essentially 
the force that combines individual atoms 
and cells, builds them into the pattern of 
the organism’s destined structure, and 
then heroically holds together what has al- 
ready been built. 


The initial impulse to combine and 
build is perhaps most dramatically illus- 
trated in the power that lies hidden 
within the seed. Frail and negligible as it 
may at.first appear, the tiny seed has 
within itself the miraculous secret mecha- 
nism that knows how to put together water 
and oxygen, carbon and sulphur, and all 
the other things that will mature into a 
plant, a flower, or a tree. 


This mechanism is fantastically persis- 
tent in reaching toward its final goal. A 
pine tree has a characteristic shape, for 
example, with each of its predestined 
. number of branches shorter than the one 
below. If the lowest branch is artificially 
destroyed during the growing process, 
the tree starts all over again. It puts forth 
a new lowest branch of the same length, 
then continues on with its design as before. 


At every stage, the living structure con- 
centrates on its primary task, which is to 
preserve itself and to follow out its allotted 
course. Physiology tells us that this can be 
successfully accomplished only if the liv- 
ing organism is able to maintain the in- 


ternal balance by which it holds itself 


together. A counterforce—in the form of 
tensions, pressures, and chemical changes 
both within and without the organism— 
constantly upsets this internal balance, 
and thereby threatens to destroy the struc- 
ture as a whole. But the instinctual force 
of life. which works through a marvelous 


regulatory mechanism, opposes these 
destructive tendencies by restoring and 
maintaining the original balance. 

Every living thing has 1ts own state of 
equilibrium peculiar and proper to itself. In 
plants, for example, the sap in the cells of 
a given tissue requires a certain hydrogen- 
ion concentration, or acidity. The plant 
must be able to maintain this level of acid 
concentration in order to live, and it does 
so despite constant changes in the external 
environment. 


Man has his own characteristic state of 
internal balance, which is a marvelously 
delicaté business. It embraces the glandu- 
lar system, with its secretion of hormones, 
enzymes, and vitamins, and it involves 
constant psychic and chemical reactions 
of infinite complexity. 


One example of this regulatory mecha- 
nism is the process by which we maintain 
our body temperature at a steady level 
despite outside changes of heat and cold. 
Another is the series of chemical reactions 
by which the proper concentration of sugar 
and glycogen is maintained within the 
circulatory system. If too much sugar is 
present, it is automatically transformed 
into glycogen, the form in which carbo- 
hydrates are stored. When the sugar con- 
centration is too low, the process is revers- 
ed and stored glycocen is transformed back 


into the amounts of sugar necessary to 
achieve proper equilibrium. Disease devel- 
ops when these processes break down 80 
that a permanent imbalance results. Dia- 
betes occurs, for example, when the re- 


versible sugar-glycogen reaction fails to 
take place. 


In biological terms, then, every living 
organism is characterized by a ceaseless 
struggle between two great opposing 
forces. One force seeks to upset the organ- 


ism’s internal equilibrium. If it succeeds, 
it produces a state of disorganization that 
results first in disease and finally in total 
destruction or death. 


The other force battles to restore the 
original state. As long as this force tri- 
umphs, it will maintain the proper balance 
and thus preserve life. It follows that the 
health of an organism at any ‘given point 
will depend on the relative strength of the 
two opposing forces as they clash in their 
eternal struggle. 

One of the most fascinating aspects of 
modern psychoanalytic research has been 
its demonstration of the remarkable paral- 
lelism between our emotional life and these 
‘fundamental biological processes. In prob- 
ing the origin of emotional illness, Sig- 
mund Freud disgovered that human beings 
are motivated by two basic instinctual 
drives. One-embraces the powerful forces 
of love: the other comprises the relentless 
forces of aggression, or hate. It is in the 
mutual interreactions of these great in- 
stinctual streams of energy that Freud 
found the explanation of man’s emotional 
behavior and development.
